BUSINESS  RELATIONS. 


<  8.  t^or  our  business  interests  we  desire  to  bring  pro- 
ducers and  consumers,  farmers  and  manufacturers, 
into  the  most  direct  and  friendly  relation  possible. 
Hence  we  must  dispense  with  a  surplus  of  middlemen; 
not  that  we  are  unfriendly  to  them,  but  we  do  not 
need  them. 

Their  surplus  and  their  exactions  diminish  Our 
profits. 

We  wage  no  aggressive  warfare  against  any  other 
interest  whatever.  On  the  contrary,  all  our  acts  and 
all  our  efforts,  as  far  as  business  is  concerned,  are  not 
only  for  the  benefit  of  the  producer  and  consumer, but 
also  for  all  other  interests  that  tend  to  bring  these  two 
parties  into  speedy  and  economical  contact.  Hence 
we  hold  that  transportation  companies  of  every  kind 
are  necessary  to  our  success ;  that  their  interests  are 
iiitimately  connected  with  our  interest,  and  harmoni- 
ous action  is  mutually  advantageous. 

We  are  opposed  to  such  spirit  and  management  of 
any  corporation  or  enterprise,  as  tends  to  opprets  the 
people  and  rob  them  of  their  just  profit. 
'  We  are  not  enemies  to  capital ;  but  we  oppose  the 
tyranny  of  monopolies. 

We  long  to  see  the  antagonism  between  capital  and 
labor  removed  by  common  consent,  and  by  enlightened 
statesmanship  worthj-  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

We  are  opposed  to  excessive  salaries,  high  rates  of 
interest,  and  exorbitant  per  cent,  profits  io  trade. 
They  greatly  increase  our  burdens,  and  do  not  bear  a 
proper  proportion  to  the  profits  of  producers. 

We  desire  only  self -protection,  and  the  protection  of 
every  true  interest  of  our  land,  by  legitimate  transac- 
tions, legitimate  trade  and  legitimate  profits.

4.  We,  shall  advance  the  cause  of  education  among 
ourselves,  and  for  our  children,  by  all  just  means  within 


our  power.

5.  We  emphatically  and  sincerely  assert  the  oft- 
repeated  truth  taught  in  our  organic  law,  that  the 
Grange  is  not  a  political  or  party  organization.  No 
Grange,  if  true  to  its  obligations,  can  discuss  political 
or  religious  questions,  nor  call  political  conventions, 
nor  nominate  candidates,  nor  even  discuss  their  merits 
in  itG  meetings. 

Yet  the  principles  we  teach  underlie  all  true  politics, 
all  true  statesmanship,  and  if  properly  carried  out, 
will  tend  to  purify  the  whole  political  atmosphere  of 
our  country. 

For  we  seek  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  num- 
ber. But  we  must  always  bear  in  mind  that  no  one, 
by  becoming  a  Grange  member,  gives  up-that  inalien- 
able right  and  duty, which  belongs  to  every  citizen,  to 
take  a  proper  interest  in  the  politics  of  his  country. 

On  the  contrary,  it  is  the  right  of  every  member  to 
do  all  in  his  power,  legitimately,  to  influence  for  good 
the  action  of  any  political  party  to  which  he  belongs. 

It  is  his  duty  to  do  all  he  can  for  his  own  party  to 
put  down  bribery,  corruption  »nd  trickery;  and  see 
that  none  but  competent,  faithful  and  honest  men, 
who  will  unflinchingly  stand  by  our  interests,  are 
nominated  for  all  positions  of  trust;  and  to  have 
carried  out  the  principle  which  should  always  charac- 
terize every  Grange  member,  that  the  office  should 

SEEK  THE  MAN,   AND  NOT  THE  MAN  THE  OFFICE. 

We  acknowledge  the  broad  principle,  that  difference 
of  opinion  is  no  crime,  and  hold  that  **  Progress  to- 
wards truth  is  made  by  difference  of  opinion,'*  while 
"  the  fault  lies  in  bitterness  of  controversy." 

It  is  reserved  by  every  Patron,  as  his  right  as  a  free- 
man, to  affiliate  with  any  party  that  will  best  carry  out 
his  principles. 

CONCLUSION. 
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0.  It  shall  be  an  abiding  principle  with  us  to  relieve 
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any  of  our  oppressed  and  suffering  brotherhood  by  any 
means  at  our  command.

Secretary.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Dominion 
Grange ;  to  keep  a  just  and  true  account  of  all  moneys 
received  by  him,  and  hand  the  same  over  to  the 
Treasurer  monthly,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor,  and 
to  make  a  full  report  of  all  transactions  to  the  Do- 
minion Grange  at  each  annual  session;  he  shall  also 
prepare  and  issue  a  quarterly  circular  containing  the 
reports  from  each  Division  Grange,  and  all  other  mat- 
ters of  interest  to  the  Order,  and  address  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  each  Division  Grange  a  sufficient  quantity  for 
distribution  to  Subordinate  Granges  in  each  division, 
and  shall  further  conduct  correspondence  of  the 
Grange,  and  perform  all  duties  appertaining  to  his

Past  Masters  are  those  who  have  served  a  term  in  office.

Vacancies  in  office  may  be  filled  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Grange. 

Article  XIV. 

Two  or  more  Subordinate  Granges  may  be  consoli- 
dated in  the  manner  following :  Application  for  per- 
mission to  consolidate  shall  be  made  to  the  Master  of 
Division  Grange,if  ia  the  jurisdiction  of  Division  Grange; 
if  not,  to  Master  of  Dominion  Grange,  and  his  consent 
obtained;  one  of  the  Granges  wishing  to  consolidate 
shall  then  vote  to  surrender  its  Charter  and  consolidate 
with  the  other,  and  the  other  must  vote  to  receive  all ; 
members  of  the  surrendering  Grange.  A  copy  of  each 
vote,  duly  authenticated,  must  be  transmitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Division  Grange,  and  the  surrendered 
Charter  must  be  returned  to  the  Dominion  Grange 
through  the  office  of  the  Secretarj'^  of  the  Division 
Grange,  with  the  fact  and  date  of  its  surrender  and 
consolidation  endorsed  thereon,  authenticated  by  the 
Seal  and  Signature  of  the  Secretary  of  Division  Grange. 
Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  authorize  the  surrender  of  the  Charter  of  a 
Grange  in  which  nine  men  and  four  women  shall  desire 
to  continue  the  organization  thereof. 
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Article  XV. 


In  case  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  brought  to  the 
Master  of  the  Dominion  Grange  that  a  Grange  has 
been  organized  contrary  to  the  laws  or  usages  of  the 
Order,  or  is  working  in  violation  of  its  laws  or  usages, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mast  er  to  suspend  or  revoke 
f  the  Charter  of  such  offending  Grange. 

/In  case  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  brought  to  the 
Master  of  a  Division  Grange,  that  a  Grange  has  been 
organized  contrary  to  the  laws  or  usages  of  the  Order, 
or  is  working  in  violation  of  the  same,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Master  to  suspend  such  offending  Grange, 
and  at  once  to  forward  to  the  Master  of  the  Dominion 
Grange  notice  of  same,  together  with  the  evidence  in 
the  case,  who  shall,  if  in  his  opinion  the  good  of  the 
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Order  requires  such  action,  revoke  the  Charter  of  such  y 
V^  offending  Grange.  /^ 

Granges  whose  Charters  are  thus  suspended   or 
revoked  may  appeal  to  t^e  Dominion  Grange  at  itstj 
next  session  for  the  final  action  of  that  body.
